German War Guilt 


Chancellor Marx insists that Germany did not start the war, 


and wants to serve official notice on the allies that his country 
disclaims all responsibility for it. This would be repudiation of 
the clause in the Versailles treaty, crammed- down Germany's 
throat when that-treaty was negotiated, in which war guilt 
is specifically admitted. 


Marx is acting largely from political motives. He wants to 


insure a continued majority to keep in power and to carry 
through the new. reparation plan, and .such a repudiation 
would appeal to the strong German nationalist- party.' Pa- 
triotism, no doubt plays a part too. Like every other German 
statesman, he resents the stigma placed on .his country.
